Together: One More Time! 


The chin music goes round and 
round, and nothing comes out here. 
But maybe this is the “one more 
time.’* 
For Pottstown borough says it is 
going to crack down 
on 
property 
owners whose sidewalks 
are 
in 
a 
slate of disrepair. 
Pottstown council has been say­ 
ing this for years. The sidewalk im­ 
provement program is at least seven 
years old. and agitation for improved 
walks has been ram pant for at least 
twice that length of time. 
Council now says it means it. An 
inspector is going to 
survey 
side­ 
walks and 
where 
imperfections are 
found the borough 
will order 
the 
owners to spruce up. 
There’s 
no 
telling 
how long it 
will take this inspector to look over 
a center 
segment 
of 
town, 
from 
Mana tawny 
to 
Washington, 
a n d 
from the Beading railroad to Beech 
street. 
It’ll take a lot of walking and a lot 
of scrutinizing. The inspector 
could 
save time by looking at past council 
records. 
Maybe the job will be finished be­ 
fore the snow flies. 
If it 
isn’t, 
the 
sidewalk improvement program may 
as 
well 
be 
postponed 
for 
another 
year. 
And don’t 
he 
astonished if it is 
postponed, because this is an election 
year! 


The sidewalk 
improvement 
pro­ 
gram has been one of the town*s worst 
“on-again off-again Finnegan’* projects, 
jecta. 
John Hoffecker, when he was high­ 
way 
committee 
chairman, 
spent 
a 
great deal of his valuable time going 
over the situation. He enlisted the aid 
of Charles M. Shaner, another council­ 
man. 
They compiled a long list of 
needed improvements. 
Hoffecker was judicious in tackling 
the problem. He decided first the non­ 
sidewalk properties would be given 
the needle. 
And there w’ere many in 
town. 
He got some action — but there 
still exists some of these spots. 
The 
fact is, some properties without im­ 
proved walks are hemmed in by mod­ 
ern sidewalks. 
And the owners still 
get away with it! 
Some of these are out of the area 
council now is scanning. The target 
these days is just the central part of 
town. But pedestrians, especially chil­ 
dren, find life hazardous at these re­ 
mote spots, too. 
Council also excused the indigent 
and persons on social security, and 
this also was all right. Council like­ 
wise accepted promises that when new 
buildings 
were 
erected, 
sidewalks 
would be installed. This was the case 
of the apartment site In the Pottstown 
cemetery. 
That was all right, too. 
But what of the others? 
Why no 
action? 


/¡Jways there were excuses — and 
more delay. 
The past September Pottstown s 


bogged down rehabilitation program 
was explained by Councilman Earl D. 
Bicer. 
“We ran into some problems,** was 
his pithy summation. 
He explained each councilman w*as 
given a list of problem pavements in 
his ward and asked to note the most 
serious hazards. 
Only one councilman became a 
sleuth. 
He was Milton D. Sailer, the 
council president. 
He was the only 
sol on to complete the survey, accord­ 
ing to records. 
No one could censure 
the other councilmen for not doing 
this menial work. 
Borough 
Manager J o s e p h 
D. 
Banta. who was said to have advocat­ 
ed an immediate crash program in 
1963 to replace all bad sidewalks said 
the councilmen had the lists since Feb­ 
ruary, 1963. 
Nothing wos done to 
continue the program since that time. 
in fact, no sidewalk improvement 
notices were sent out in 1963 to prop­ 
erty owners for the first time in “six 
or seven or maybe more years,*’ Earl 
J. Case, public works director said 
then. 
Since that time individual initia 
tive resulted in some sidewalk repair. 
But the results were negligible. 
If 
the 
new 
sidewalk 
inspector 
wants, to save some time, he might 
consult 
borough 
records. 
Back 
in 
1963, 
these 
North 
Hanover 
street 
properties were placed on a list of 
brick sidewalks: 53, 57, 59. 63, 65, 67, 
69, 71. 79, 80, 100, 101, 102, 105, 107, 
109. Il l , 117, 125, 151, 155, 157. 161, 
165, 167. 
This 
is 
just 
a 
sample. 
Other 
streets were listed, too. Some of these 
sidewalks may have been replaced. 
And the listing does not mean all 
these are hazardous or in need of 
repair. 
Some may be in excellent 
shape. 
But it’s an indication of need in the 
central part of town. 
And it carries 
with it the hope that this time the 
borough is going to hew to the line 
in its endeavor to improve footing. 


In addition to the many sidewalks 
that require repairs or replacement, 
there were at least 275 Pottstown 
properties where curb and sidewalks 
were not installed at all. 
This was reported by 
Borough 
Manager Banta to council on April 1, 
1966. 
The list did not include streets ¿n 
special areas or not built-up such as 
Hillside. Firestone boulevard, Hobart 
street, Water street, Glasgow street 
from 
Berks to Manatawny, Mann- 
tawny from the bypass to the corpor­ 
ate line. Spring street and the south 
side of West High street. 
The list indicated some may have 
been improved later. 
But even an indication that more 
than 200 properties exist without side­ 
walks in so progressive a community 
should hearten council to its task of 
order construction at once. Pottstown 
is known by its fringe areas. 
It de­ 
serves a spotless reputation.

rescuers. 
“I don’t replay that tape often,” she says. 
“It brings tears to my eyes. 
But I often do 
replay the other tapes. And I’ll replay these 
for interested friends.’’

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Postal Clerks Are Asking: Is This Trip Necessary?' 


If the mail’s been getting stow 
or 
disappearing 
altogether 
these days there is reason to 
believe that it’s more common 
than postal officials would like 
to admit. 
The government has been 
pushing for centralization and 
automation in the postoffice as 
well as efficiency but the last 
seems to be a disappearing 
commodity in recent months. 
On a trial basis in the Potts- 
town postoffice is an elimina­ 
tion of Saturday, Sunday and 


holiday service. 
“If they can get along with­ 
out service on those days what’s 
to stop the government from 
cutting out weekday service 
here altogether?” said a post- 
office worker who preferred to 
re m a in a nony m ous. 
After 11:30 a.m. Saturday 
through Sunday every piece of 
mail in all categories that 
comes into the office is shipped 
off to Norristown. 
Norristown is the central of­ 
fice for this postal area and it 


is there that the Saturday and 
Sunday shipments are now 
broken down for shipment else­ 
where. 
That seems to make sense 
until one wonders why & 40 
mile trip is tacked on á letter 
to your Pottstown neighbor. 
Local mail goes out and comes 
back. 
‘‘There’s no question that de­ 
livery of all mail has been 
slowed down noticeably,” said 
this source, “but there’re other 
factors at work too. It all start­ 


ed with the elimination of mail- 
carrying trains.” 
Reportedly trains were more 
than glad to get rid of their 
.governmént contracts to carry 
mail. 
A contract meant delivery at 
•a stated time and flexible sched­ 
ules were not possible for rail- 
'road companies which like to 
cancel trains at their conven­ 
ience. 
“Trucking is a much more 
flexible proposition and helps us 
get our centralization set up,” 


said J. Alfred Marquet, Potts­ 
town postmaster “It m ans 
much quicker contact between 
different points.” 
Others disagree. 
“It’s umrse with trucking,” 
said one postal employe. “Have 
you ever seen some of the tough 
characters who drive those 
trucks with their l e a t h e r 
jackets? If they get here late 
they just laugh at you. You don t 
know what time they’re going 
to arrive. 
“Sometimes they arrive too 


late on the run for the second 
delivery. It’s due at 8:45 a.m. 
and if it isn’t here at 9 a.m. our 
carriers go out w ithout it. It s 
all part of a scheme to have 
nothing but distribution cen­ 
ters.” 
Another key factor in the slow- 
up in service is the elimination 
of “direct pouches” to small 
outlying towns. 
Places like Sanatoga, Boyer- 
town, Bechtelsville, Stowe. Barto 
and Bally used to be serviced 
directly. 


When the mail for them was 
sorted in the Pottstown office, 
a postal worker used to run over 
directly. Mail would often arrive 
the same day it was sent. 
“Not all of it would be de­ 
livered the same day of course 
but any owners of mail boxes 
in the outlying post off ice could 
pick up their mail the same day. 
This service also has been 
eliminated in the drive toward 
centralization. 
“It’s not common but some­ 
times it takes a week to get a 


letter to Reading or Bovertown 
from here.” said one postoffice 
worker. “The mail to nearby 
towns is slower than it used to 
be. It s been this way a couple 
of years but you don’t hear too 
much grumbling about the 
service. 
“It really makes no sense,” 
he said. “It's just going around 
the horn when it could get there 
a lot faster.” 
The government is changing

When was the last time you 
saw a large, flourishing garden 
In someone’s backyard?
